But we 
cannot allow to the Christians a toleration which they tir-em.selvcs deny to 
our beloved- national principle of freedom of religion. To protect free- 
dom of religion, here in Temporary Rome, we must ruthlessly stamp out all 
manifestations of Christianity which may appear here; " 

The High Priest went on to demand the suppression by the Ojtoman Em- 
pire of the International Clearinghouse for Syncretistic Religion, which 
is lpcatod in Vay, a suburb of the Turkish port of Izmir.

ents and friends since' that „,timoi Your article, and that by Mr. LaForcc* 
were both very well written, well-researched, and quite informative; 

I should explain tjiat I am not a game-designer by trade, nor am I a 
"super-gamer". Rather* 1 am a China area specialist with a Blaster's de- 
gree in Chinese regional studies working for the Government; At the time' 
I invented Bnpy* I was still a graduate • student at the University .of 
Washington's Far East and Russian Institute. The idea for the gamo actu- ■ 
ally hit me like a thunderbolt while I was attending one of Dr. Dullfs 
outstanding lectures on classical Chinese history. I went home (late De- 
cember 1970)* got some pe nnies 'and beans* went to the Geography depart** 
ment to get a topographic map of China, and started work. In a sens'e I 
designed Emperor of China out of a love for the subject rather than as a. 
conscious project which someone set for me. 

As you do, I find the seeming "cyclical"- nature of Chinese history 
fascinating. For every act there always seems to be a precedent act. 
And, as you know* these precedents or historical parallels (and the les- 
sons drawn from them) have been studied by Chinese military and political 
strategists from Sun Tzu down to ..Mao. 

As, you correctly observed in your article, "China has alternated be- 
tween periods of centralized government. . .and periods of 'Warring States' 
when several contending local rulers and various invading barbarians -were 
fighting each othcri " The latest -in this pattern was indeed the unifica- 
tion of China by Mao in 19^9 i One point should be observed, however. , 
And that is tha*t much of China is still, .controlled by strong military-po- 
litical regional'' commanders like Ch'en Hsi-lion in Manchuria* and Hsu 
Shih-yu in the Nanking Military Region. Perhaps we have not yet witnessed 
the end of regionalism in China. 

In any case, I tried to make the allusion to the present period of 
Chinese history (192*f "to present) obvious^ but not obsessive. For both 
technical and commercial reasons* it may not bo wise, to do this anyway. 
(A more modern setting might be politically sensitive. ) So, I attempted 
to present a tiny bit of introductory Chinese history and geography to a 
generally uninformed American public in the hope of stimulating some in- 
terest in the country, the people, and the history of China. (I've pro- 
bably failed in this* however.' ) 
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Bnpy still has several problems as you have no doubt noticed; These 
are in Refinement of game board features and improvements on the. -rule 
manual* For, example, I have had several letters inquiring about certain 
rivers, mountains, % etc. , and their effect -On certain borders? also, a 
grievous error in Rule. 6 states tha"t TEN is the number of markers which 
may be in a province. SIX is in fact the correct number. I suppose if I 
had been a designer rather than' a student, I would have done a better 
job. Even so, I enjoy playing Empy and discussing Bnpy, and if the . '* 
fickle fortunes of x>ublic buying habits allow me to have a chance to put 
out a Revised Edition, I hoj^e to include much of the experience and many 
of the criticisms which have come to me thus fari For this reason, I 
hope to get in touch with anyone who has questions about, any improvements 
upon, criticisms of Brrpyi I would , .frankly welcome the chance to An- 
swer the questions and take heed of the criticisms and improvements.

While it is not unreasonable to assign 
these players the last remaining country* there is a twang of. conscience 
in penalizing a negligent player so early in the game. [If I had a con- 
science, I wouldnH have written that letter on p. I would, there- 
fo-re, suggest in all such instances the Gamesmaster choose a listing by 
lot. " , ' 

It is hoiked you do include in your definition of a player who misses 
a retreat and then the subsequent moves, for a retreat is the completion 
of the move season; Allowing a player to miss a retreat plus two consec- 
utive moves unduly disrupts the orderly conduct of the game and is unfair 
to the other players who fulfill their responsibilities in good faith* A 
word of admonition is especially -due those who habitually miss'moves, or 
ignore their commitments rather than resigning graciously when they arc 
being creamed; Also, • newcomers may be unaware of the irreparable' damage 
caused by the failure of all players to compete honorably until the con- 
clusion of each game; With the Increased gamefee, it is ever more impor- 
tant to punctuate the importance of players recognizing their obligations 
to other players i If you do not wish to compete, advise the Gamesmaster 
so he can appoint a replacement; if there are extenuating circumstances 
prohibiting you from competing, such as an illness or a vacation, ask the 
Gamesmaster to extend the dwadlinei •■ 

Tho responsibilities of replacement player^ are not diluted. When 
yon first come into a game, negotiate aggressively, requesting the Games- 
master to give you additional time, if needed;

As part of your justification for this remark, you noted thatFarra- 
gut and Thomas were southerners who fought for the north [sic], which 
Pemberton, a Pennsylvania'!!* fought for- the South [sic]. 

John* in WWII, there was a Waff en SS unit made up of British na- 
tionals - it consisted of about a dozen or so men. What would you think 
of the logic of someone who cited the existence of this unit in order to. 
claim that England didn't really fight Germany in WWII? One can always 
find exceptions, whether they are southerners like Farragut and Thomas> 
for whom a lifetime in the national service had developed a loyalty to ■ 
the United States as a whole which was .strong, enough to overcome their 
place of birth, or the case of Pemberton, who was indeed born in Penn-^ 
sylvania, but who had married a woman from the . Gulf States (Mississippi* . 
I believe) and who, prior to the war, had lived in the South for many . 
years. [As it happened, this was " precisely Sherman's situation also J] 

So the concept of "southern nationalism" is "maudlin romanticism"", 
and the war was really fought to preserve slavery? The price of a field 
hand, with no special training or skills, was about a thousand dollars 
in gold in I860; The. vast majority of southern whites never saw that, 
much money in their entire- lives. -The great bulk of the Confederate ar- 
mies were made up of men who did not own, and could never hope to own,, a 
single slave; Your view of the Civil War, John, would require one to 
believe that. the Army of Northern Virginia fought the way it did for. 
four years to x^otoct the property of a small minority of rich men - 
property which, today, would be the financial equivalent of a fleet of 
Rolls Roycesi - 

' I am not going to claim that the. "small minority" of slave-holders 
did not. have a voice out of all proportion to their numbers, or that^ 
they did not blindly manipulate the southern states into secession, in 
order "to further their own interests. What I am claiming is that 'those 
interests, though they may have been instrumental in ' -starting the war, 
were not the motivating force behind the incredible resistance the 
south put up against a nation which was overwhelmingly more powerful 
than,it was. [The population ratio between the loyal and traitorous re- 
gions was only about 3t2.] The masses of the Confederate armies which 
carried out the bloody charges of the Seven Days, Shiloh, etc., consis- 
ted of men who believed they were fighting' for their families, their 
homes, their nation . . Without this spirit of southern nationalism, the 
comparatively few slave-holders wouldn't have lasted a week. Can you 
imagine a mob of rednecks, motivated only by bigotry, holding off the ■ 
Army of the West for four years? 

[This argument on the motivation of the southern rebels is one that 
I have frequently hoard before. Unfortunately, it does not agree with 
the rebels' *wn stories. 

[Next to Dixie , their most popular war-song was The Bonnie Blue 
Flag . It begins i 

"We arc a band of brothers, and native to the soil, 
; ..Fighting for the property we gained by honest toil." 
This -song, sung by the South Carolinians who began the rebellion,- puts 
the issues unmistakably clear at the outset. The rebellion was a de- 
fense! of property rights - property in people. 

[If "General" Nathan Bedford Forrest' didn!t know what the rebellion 
was about, nobody did. • Forrest - fought with particular vigor as -long as 
a reasonable hope for the -rebels existed. Afterwards, not willing to 
accept defeat, he reorganized .his rebels out of gray uniforms and into 
white sheets as the Ku Klux Klan, which he 'headed. It could. plausibly 
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bo argued that ho had a longer record of resistance against the US gov- 
ernment than any other rebel lead< r. Certainly his view on why the re- 
bellion was fought is more likely to be accurate than Spenoer's or'minc; 

- [Forrest laid it on the line at a rebels' reunion, years after the 
war. Several other rebels had praised their cause ;in terms' of "southern 
nationalism", "states r rights", or other currently popular euphemisms • 
But Forrest, in his characteristically blunt way, said, "If- I hadnft 
thought we wus fightin* to keep our niggers, and for other folks to keep 
their niggers., I wouldnft have fought." (i quote his words as I recall 
reading them. ) 

[Spencer auks why dirt-poor rednecks joined in this fight; . They 
joined because they hoped someday to own slaves of their owni During 
their lifetimes, Alabama and points west had been opened up to settlement 
and slavery^ Great plantations were owned in those states by men who 
once had been poor; By 1855, a poor white Mississippi farmer could point 
to a nearby mansion and say'j 

["That mansion belongs to Colonel Whipstock. Thirty years ago he 
came west from North Carolina with just a. mule wagon and a couple of nig- 
gers. Nov/- he owns- 10,000 acres and 800 slaves. I'm hoping to got me a 
plantation like that when they bpea up those new slave states like Kansas 
and Nebraska*" To ensure this,, one of the demands of the seceding states 
was that the African slave trade, banned since 1808, be ro-oponed to pro- 
vide the manpower for these spectral plantations. 

■ [The f oot~soldicrs in Leo's army were fighting for imaginary plan- 
tations and shadowy slaves lying in some. distant future - "the Purple 
Dream", as Steven Vincent Bcnet called it. Look how men without reason- 
able hopes of over making it' big in a capitalist or a communist society 
have- fought like tigers for capitalism or communism. 

[Look how, in our own times, men have '■ gone to the brink of rebellion 
to preserve their superior position as against other men of a different 
pigmentation* Only the memory of the humiliation their ancestors suf- 
fered in the ^ cause of rebellion and racism has restrained them. And, as 
numerous sociologists have shown, there are real economic benefits to., 
rich , southern'whites to 'have poor southern whites think this'way. 

[And so it was in' 1861; The total market value of all the slaves 
held m the US at that time was about a billion dollars. A billion dol~ 
lars * worth -of Property can always find defenders.]

In the 31st chapter of his Decline and Fall of the Roman E mpire, 
Edward Gibbon included a brief account of the "Manners of the Roman Son- 
ate and People" on the eve of Rome?s fall to Alaric and the Goths. Us- 
ing the account of the perceptive ancient historian Ammianus Marcellinus, 
he "describes the feasts of the Roman aristocracy, and among the comes- 
tibles mentions squirrels .* This last word is printed in italics, and in 
a footnote Gibbon expressed his doubt as to whether it is a proper 
translation; "The want of an English name obliges me?" he wrote, "to 
refer to the common genus of squirrels, the Latin glis , the French loir J 
a little animal who inhabits the woods and remains torpid "in cold weath- 
er* M 

Any modern latin or French dictionary will translate these words as 
"dormouse"* The creature is not a mouse* but a sort of miniature squir- 
rel. The name "dormouse" is most likely an Anglicization of the French 
dormouse , referring to its sluggish habits 0 It does not occur in the „ c 
New World. 

The curious point here is that Gibbon, writing in 1781* knew of no 
common English name fat* 'this animal b Yet Lewis Carroll, writing 84 years 
later, was able to speak- of a dormouse in complete confidence that ev- 
eryone knew what the animal iso Did the name come into use between the 
publication of Decline. an d Fall and the publication of Alice ? Or was 
the erudite Gibbon simply unaware of the existence of , a name- for the 
animal in England !s common speech? 

Incidentally, most American illustrators of Carroll ?s works seem to 
think that the dormouse is an ordinary mouse.. The Carroll memorial sta- 
tue in Central Park perpetuates this misconception^ 

David Isby of SPI has an interesting theory on a controversial item 
of British history. In 1688 ? the British succession was drastically 
shifted by the birth of a son to King James II. Previously this Catho- 
lic king's heirs had been his % two Protestant daughters by his first 
wife, the Princesses Mary' and % Anne • Now it appeared as if a Catholic 
succession was firmly established on the British thrones. 

King James was- just then doing his very best to make a Catholic suc- 
cession unpalatable to his subjects. He proceeded .against the adherents 
of the Church of England so vigorously that it appeared not a question 
of whether Protestantism- wouJ.d be dominants but whether it would bo tol~ 
eratedo Accordingly,. Protestants put about a story that the new-born 
boy was no royal heir at all? but a suppositious child smuggled in in a 
warming pan. The story was plausible, since ~nly Catholics had been pre- 
sent in the birth chamber./ despite the fact that Princess Anne lived only 
a short distance away* According to Isby this child (later notorious as 
"the Old Pretender") was the son of a certain -.Captain Oglethorpe. 

For centuries most .historians, whether partisans of King James or of 
the revolution that overthrew him later in 168$ ? 'have . regarded this talc 
as born of extremist malic e a But if the medical evidence is called in, 
there may be* something to it 0 King James II was rotten with syphilis. 
His first wife died of it, and his second wife had had several stillborn 
children before the 1688 birth* Neither of his daughters over had a 
healthy child, though Princess (later Queen) Anne had 17 confinements/ 
Yet the "Old Pretender" lived in good health to the age of 78 -a. thing 
almost impossible to accept had he inherited syphilis.- 

It is bitterly ironic to think of the thousands of devoted Jacobites 
who risked their estates and their very lives in the cause cf dynastic 
legitimacy v - all in behalf of men whose proper name was not Stuart, but 
Oglethorpe. 1 - . '
